IMPEACHMENT OP FBESTDENT JOHNSON. 

TFfl&es’s Spirit of the Times of the 22d inst. con¬ 
tains a strong article entitled “Indictment of An¬ 
drew Johnson.” It is a searching review of the 
recent career of the President and stuns up by call¬ 
ing for his impeachment. It concludes as follows : 

“Having now called attention to the prominent 
features of the President’s programme, and illus¬ 
trated by his language and Ins course, what are un¬ 
doubtedly his guiding motives, we leave to the 
Congress, which is the only direct representative 
the people have, the duty of vindicating the coun¬ 
try from his falsehoods and his usurpations. It is 
not true, as he has declared, that Congress has prac¬ 
tically prohibited the restoration of the Southern 
States ; and for stating this nntruth he deserves to 
be solemnly arraigned. It is not true that the peo¬ 
ple of this" land have sunk so low, that for a few 
millions of dollars, and the patronage appertaining 
to a single bill, he could corrupt them to become 
his slaves, though he twice has said it; and for 
thus having degraded the country in the eyes of 
foreign powers, he deserves to be impeached ! 

‘ ‘ He deserves also to be impeached for the attempt 
to extend those military attributes of the Executive, 
which attached oiily in a State of war, and which 
inured to him solely during the legislative interreg¬ 
num, over the Congress when it was in session. 

‘ ‘ He further deserves to be impeached for having 
accused Congress of concocting and inciting the 
massacre at New Orleans ; for denouncing that co¬ 
ordinate branch of the government as a factious 
body hanging on its verge ; for inflaming the peo¬ 
ple against the authority of laws passed constitu¬ 
tionally by a two-thirds vote ; for usurping the 
functions of the Supreme Court by declaring those 
laws to be unconstitutional, in advance of any case, 
and while all the sanctions of the Constitution bind 
them upon him and upon the people ; for pledging 
himself to the citizens of St. Louis to veto all the 
measures of this Congress, without regard to their 
legality or fitness, whenever they may come before 
hmi; and, finally, for endeavoring to corrupt the 
people and subsidize the press, by offering the pa¬ 
tronage which is entrusted to him by the Constitu¬ 
tion for public purposes, as an inducement for their 
party votes. While lying is not comprehended by 
the Constitution as a possible Executive offence, 
the crime of bribery is, and so long as it remains 
among the Causes for impeachment against the 
President, his scandalous offers at Philadelphia 
and St. Louis, should not pass witnout rebuke. 
Seductions in the way of office, are as gross as 
temptations in the way of cash, and when they are 
offered to promote apostacy, instead of being con¬ 
ferred as legitimate consideration for past useful¬ 
ness or merit, they should receive all the ignominy 
of a criminal indictment. We grant that all this 
would be very mortifying to the country, hut the 
scandal of a formal Presidential trial and impeach¬ 
ment would not be half so great, as the unspeaka¬ 
ble disgrace of permitting, without complaint, a 
man like Andrew Johnson to denounce the Con¬ 
gress as a treasonous body, and to declare that the 
American people could be made to sell their liber¬ 
ties for a handful of patronage and a few millions 
of dollars. The only thing to be regretted in con¬ 
nection with such proposed impeachment is, that 
the man who could put this insult upon the Ameri¬ 
can people, could not be impeached out of his na¬ 
tivity, and utterly ignored even as an American 
citizen.”

AFRICA—“SINGING THE OLD SONG.” 

From the N. Y. Journal of Commerce. 

The fact that Africa has never been civilized, by 
no means goes to prove that it never will be. Pos¬ 
sibly the circumstances have never yet been suffi¬ 
ciently favorable. The aids and encouragements 
have certainly never yet accomplished the first step 
in progress. But there is one plan which has never 
been tried, and it may well be that in this plan 
the hope of Africa lies. That portion of the raee 
which has been brought to this country, enslaved 
and finally freed, has gone through an experience 
and education which was never possible to Africans 
in Africa. The idea of re-exporting the whole 
negro population to its native shores is for the pre¬ 
sent impracticable, but every ship-load which goes 
out carries new hope for the race. Here the race 
is doomed. It is useless for men to close their eyes 
to the fact. Hundreds of thousands have perished 
miserably within five years, and there is reason to 
believe that under the most favorable circumstances 
which can he imagined possible, the rule here for 
the future wifi be decrease rather than increase. 
■The decrease would probably be hastened by the 
success of the radical scheme of legislating the 
race at once into perfect equality with the white. 
The doom which may now be postponed fora few 
generations would in that event approach with ter¬ 
rible swiftness. The negro race cannot live in 
America and be free. Can it live in Africa without 
being barbarous ? The colonization of a few thou¬ 
sand blacks on the West Coast has hardly been a 
sufficiently extended experiment to enable us as yet 
to answer the question. Liberia certainly gives us 
great assurances of the probable success of such 
efforts But it is yet to he seen how far the influ¬ 
ence of negro civilization on negro barbarism will 
be felt. Will it be imitated, admired, adopted by 
any of the savage bribes who have never been 
transplanted ? If not—if this experiment fail, 
then there is no visible hope for the negro race. 
They may form the subject of political strife in this 
country for a while ; but they will rapidly lose the 
importance now attaching to them, and cease to he 
the pets of demagogues, while Africa remains their 
possession and habitation only until the white races 
are induced by the love of gold to risk the climate 
and enter and possess that peninsula.

Now, all this, wrong-hearted as it maybe, is certainly 
not wrong-headed. Ttib error consists in a misrepresen¬ 
tation of the aims of CongTess, with which the Post is 
at war. Congress’s method of enforcing, or rather npn- 
mforcing, those aims, should have formed the snbject 
of the cited criticism, to make it correct. The Post 
accuses Congress of delaying the work of reconstruc¬ 
tion, ofikeeping the Southern States unrepresented, in 
a disorganized condition, subject to Provisional Gov¬ 
ernors, to “ Bureau ” and other Executive influences, 
and “paving the way ” to such abuses of Executive 
power as were exemplified at New Orleans. 

This is exactly what we have blamed Congress for 
doing—not now, in September, 1866, but from Decem¬ 
ber, 1865, when the work of reconstruction was begin¬ 
ning to be surveyed from a cowardly stand-point and 
tinkered after a dishonest pattern, till July of the pre-

Washington, Thursday, Sept. 20. 

Your special New Orleans correspondent sends 
the following dispatch to this Bureau : 

New Orleans, Thursday, Sept. 20, 1866. 

I have received trustworthy information that five 
men were hired to assassinate Gov. Wells when on 
his way back to this city from his late visit to Ms 
home in the parish of St. Landry. 

The Governor having received information of 
their designs, avoided them by taking a circuitous 
route of over 400 miles. . 

Information has been received from different 
parishes that bands of lawless men are committing 
outrages on white and black Unionists. 

The Academy of Music in tMs city opened last 
Monday week. Every night that the national airs 
were played they were emphatically hissed and 
groaned down by tiie loyal audience. 


UheSSiSd at 'the age of thirty-one William 
the Conqueror made Mmself master of England 
at thirty-nine, and Henry V. beat the French at 
1 Agineourt when a youth of twenty-seven. Crom¬ 
well was forty-six at his victory at Nasebv, and 
I Nelson was forty-seven at Trafalgar. Frederick 
the Great, of Prussia, was hut twenty-eight when 
he opened Ms first campaign against Austria ; when 
thirty-three he was victorious at the close of the 
second Silesian war, and at the end of the Seven 
Years’ War he had but just entered on the jienoa 
at which Sir Edward Oust thinks that military in¬ 
capacity begins to show itself. Turenne, another 
of the “great masters” of modem days, was but 
thirty-seven when the peace of Westphalia ^resulted 
from his wonderful gifts as asoldier. On the other 
hand, Caesar spent almost all his youth and early 
manhood in civil occupations, and was forty-two 
when he took the field in command of the Roman 
forces in Helvetia and Gaul. At fifty-tiro he fought 
and won the battle of Pharsalia over Pompey, who 
was then fifty-eight. The Duke of Marlborough 
again, was fifty-four when he won the victorv of 
Blenheim ; he was fifty-six at Bamilies ; at Malpla- 
quet, when he showed the very extreme of daring, 
he was fiify-nine ; and when at last he took the 
fortress of Bouchain, he was as much as sixty-one. 
Nevertheless, on the whole, there can be no doubt 
that substantially Sir Edward is in the right. As 
to the special case in hand, it is important to know 
how old are the Prussian generals who have just 
beaten their Austrian elders. Perhaps Sir Edward 
Oust can supply the information.
